From the Imperial Army under Prince Eugene, at 
Carpi, Aug. 6. The 24th of laft Month we came to 
Final de Modena , and encamp’d there with the Pa- 
naro in our Rear. The 25:h, 26ch and 27th we 
halted there. The 28th at Day-break we march’d 
cowards Campo Santo, where we arriv'd at 9 in the 
Morning. ‘The following Night we con'inued our 
March, and pa{s’d the Secchia near S. Martino , the 
Foor over a Brigde that was laid with great Expe- 
diticn, the Horte through feveral Fords. The 29th 
and 3oth we halted, as well to wait the coming up 


_ of our Biggage.as to refrefh our felves after the great 


Fatigues we fad. endur’d , efpecially by Reafon cf 


the Hears, which at this Seafon are fo exceffive in 


thefe Parcs , that we are oblig’d to march alm. ft al- 
waysin the Night. The 3:ft in the Morning we 
arriv’d at the Canal of Ledo near Carpi. The rf 
of this Monch at Day-break, we pafs’d chat Cacal 
Columns; and having afterwards drawmip 
into one Body in the Plain, we divijed our {elves 
agen inco 4 Columns, and march’d dirediy towards 
the Enemy's Army commanded by the Duke ¢ Or- 

“ing 
advanc’d within 2 Mufquet- fhor of that River, Lieu- 
tenant Colionel St. Amour was de:ach’d with fome 
Troops, to take a near View of ic; he reported at 
his Return that the Water was low, and the Baks 
very high ; and that we could not pafs it without 
Boats, efvecially becaufe the Botiom was: very mud- 
dy, arid the Enemy appear'd refolv’d to difpure our 
Paffage, having to that End pointed feveral Can- 
non againft us. Upon this Prince Eugene went 
himfelf and found M. de S. Amour had given a right 
Account, and could not attack the Enemy 
without expofing his Army too much ; (0 thar af- 
ter having halted there till 3 in the Afternoon, bis 
Highnels chought ficto march the Army back to the 
Canal of Ledo, The 2d ar Day-break he detach’d 
major General Zumjangen with 3 Regiments of 
Horfe 8 Barrulhons and 8 Field Pieces, to attack 
Carpi; end abowe Nuon Advice came that the E- 
nemy lefe the Parmegiana the Night before, and 
retird with great Precipitation towards Raggiola 
and Tefta. The 3d we follow’d the laft mention’d 
Detachment, and arriving before Carpi we found our 
Men had open’d the Trenches within 130 Paces of 
the Ditch. The following Night they were carried 
On within 50 Paces of ir, with no more Lofs on our 
fide than of 2 Men kill'd and fome wourded. The 
4th the Count de Recavione was detach’d with fome 
Troops ro take Poft at Reggio. The Night between 
the 4rh and 5th the Trenches were advanc’d to the 
Ege of the Dirch of Carpi; and a Defcent was 
made into the Ditch, in order to fet our Miners 
to work under the Wall. - We receiv’d Advice at the 


fame time, that the Enemy’s. Army was retit’d be- 
‘hind the Croftolo near Guaftalla, and that they had

Guaftalla, Aug. 7. Owr Army confifting of 35 Bat- 
talliohs and 57 Squadrons is potted thus, viz. the 
Foot foremoft in a Line, befure which an Intrench- 
ment is making, the Horfe ina 2d Line. Our Right 
extends ro the Croftolo, our to the Po. ‘The 
Fnemy’s Right at prefent is ac Novi, their Left near 
Novilara. They have taken Carpi and in ‘it M. 
Dunecq with the Batrallion of Vexin ; and General 
Pattee is march’d towards Reggio, wherein ig M. de 
Narbonne’ with the Battallion of Mirabau, and fome 
Militia, which we muft lofe, fot we can’r relieve 
them. We have 2 Bacrallions in Modena, 2° in Mi- 
randola, 300 Menin Vigolo, 2 Battallions in Go- 
vernolo, and 150 Men in Oitigha. General Me- 
davi has abandon'd the Mircio ard all-the Pofts in 
the Breffan, afcer having burnt all the- Barks on the 
Lake of Garda, and is retir'd over the Oglio to S. 
Martino de Bafolo: He has 22 French and Spanith 
Bartallions and fome Horfe ; if the Enemy prefs him 
he will retire further ro Seragiio. Moft oft the 
Heffian Troops are arriv'd near Verona. The Horfe 
that is comirg from the Camp betoré Turin, is to 
be pofted along the Po b-tween Pavia and Cremona, 
and 2 Regiments of them are to guard the Bridge of 
Cremona, 


From the Camp at Helchin, Auguft 19. The 17th 
Tnftane the Duke of Marlborough went co the Camp 
before Menin, to corcert with the Deputies of the 
Srares and the Genera] Officers the beft Meafures 
for pufhing on that Siege wih all poffible Vigour. 
Yefterday Morning my Lord Duke caus’d the Army 
to make a Motion, by which the Right is extended 
to Lauwe witbin half a Leapue of Menin, the Lefe 
continuing at Pon: d’Efpiercs.

In the Evening 
Lieutenant General Scholten and the Earl of Ork- 
ney commanded at their refpective Attacks, having 
each under them a Major General and a Brigadier, 
with 300 Grenadiers, as nvany Wotkmen, and a De- 
tachment of the like Number of Fufileers to cover 
them ; the Whole being fupported by the Barcallions 
that reliev’d the. Trenches, viz. 4on the Right and 
5 on the Left. 
fprung at each of the Angles for a Signal, the Arrack 
was begun, and our Men fell on with fo great Bra- 


very, that they foon beat "he Enemy out of. the 


Coverd-Way with great Slaughter, and made a 
Lodgment clofe to the Palifades. During the At-
